The House on Tuesday readied and 
pas.ieil Uie items of expenses suiil lo 
have been incurred by Mr. DeCosmos 
whilo on his recent fruitless mission to 
England. The amount, strange to say, 
is precisely the same as that charged by 
Mr. Wai.KEM for his fruitless mission 
to tie same quarter — §5500. Unt,lhcn, 
Mr. Walkem claimed that ho was i»re- 
.-.ented at court and had to buy a court 
suit; that lie accepted invitations to 
3wqll dinners and had to give swell 
dinners in return; that iic^ hobnob- 
bed With nobility and was noticed 
by royalty; that he was the guest of 
Lord Carnarvon and was the Beat 
Blu.vlmp.L of one London season. The 
House grumbled when the items came 
down, but tliey were allowed at last. 
When it came to Mr. DeCosmos' (urn 
to have an excursion attheoxponseof the 
Province it was never anticipated that 
the cost of bis trip would reach any- 
where near that of the premier's. It is 
known that in private life Mr. DbCgh- 
M09 is painfully frugal — almost miser 
ly; and that ho can travel further on 
a small sum of money 'than any ot her 
politician in the Pacific province. The 
statement therefore, that he has charg- 
ed $5500for travelingexpensesbetween 
Ottawa and Londonwill take (hose w ho 
know him best by surprise. Still, had 
ihe mission met with oven a limited 
-UQpesri .this/.. exceedingly heavy charge 
would not have been bogrudged; but 
dnce it has become palpable (bat ii wn.s 
a deplorable failure; and when ii 
known that Mr. DeCosmos while in 
London did not keep swell company 
and that he pul up at a second rale 
hotel, the action of the House in pass- 
ing the items will meet with public re 
probation. Before us are the official 
returns of the travelling expenses of 
Sir John Macdonald, .Snt Chaises 
Tuppkr, Hon. - J. IT. Pope and Col. 
Dennis,' who visited London in 1&S0 
on business connected with the forma- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific railway 
syndicate. The trip of those gentlemen 
covered precisely the ground traveled 
by Mr. walkem and Mr. DeCosmos. 
They were presented to royalty and hob- 
nobbed with nobility; were the recepi 
ents of a great deal of attention and 
put up at the very best hotels. Vet 
the expenses of these four gentlemen 
all told were only $6,850.38. They 
achieved a success. And it has cost 
this province §5,500 to send one man 
to England to accomplish a failure and 
land him again at Ottawa ! lfere is a 
statement of the expenses of the Do 
minion ministers and their secretary 
in London as set forth in the .ilTiciiil 
returns:

The country will ask and the House 
should insist upon being told how it 
happened that Mr. Walkem and Mr. 
DeCosmos each charged as the cost of 
iheir missions §5,500 while the ex- 
penses of four Canadian gentlemen, who 
were constantly placed in positions 
where they had to incur very heavy 
expenditure averaged but §1715 each. 
The House should insist upon being 
fnrnished with .the details of expendi- 
ture of tho trips of both Mr. DeCos- 
mos and Mr. Walkem who have 
charged at the rate of nearly 350 per 
cent, more for' expenses than three Can- 
adian ministers and their secretary did. 



THE DRY DOCK. 



.Mr. Ferguson was elected to sup- 
port the government, says the attorney 
general in his little organ yesterday. 
This is false, of course — most of his 
political statements are. Mr. Fr.ucr- 
•ON stood as an independent, was elect- 
ed as an independent, entered the 
House as an independent, moved the 
address in reply to the Speech as an 
independent and has remained an in- 
dependent member over since. We 
have no doubt that could he conscien- 
tiously do so ho would, in common 
with the members of the Opposition, 
vote for the government measures; but 
that is impossible. Conscience and the 
government parted company years ago 
and have not since come together. But 
supposing the statement to be true that 
Mr. Ferguson was returned to support 
the government, the policy of the gov- 
ernment having entirely changed since 
his election he would be in no wise 
bound to adopt that policy as his own. 
Take, for example, their drydocl: poli- 
cy: When Mr. Ferguson was return- 
ed the country reposed under the as- 
surance of the premier that the (lock- 
would not cost the province one dollar. 
Since then it has been shown thai it 
svill indeed not cost the province one 
dollar, but five hundred thousend of 
them. Would Mr. Ferguson he justi- 
fied in continuing to support the gov- 
ernment under such circumstances? 
Tbe motion of Mr. Ferguson is a sen- 
sible and practical one. It aims to 
throw the burthen of the dock con- 
struction upon the Imperial govern- 
ment, with conditions— not " gratis '' 
as the attorney-general would have his 
readers believe, Mr, Ferguson pro- 
poses a return to the offer of Messrs. 
F.lliott, Smithe aud Vernon in 1878, 
which the present government abruptly 
withdrew. If any candid person will 
look at things as they stand at Esqui- 
uialt he will find much there to create 
a feeling of alarm. He will see, first, 
unpaid cofferdam claims which amount 
to $42,000; that a sum of §200,000 
over and above (lie, subsidies will be 
required for the purchase of cement 



alone , he will find that the site of the 
dock has been changed without the 
consent of the Imperial government ; 
that cement of inferior quality has 
been placed in the quay wall ; that the 
local contractors— badly treated men 1 
— have not been paid a single dollar 
since the 8th nf \ovoniber last; that 
tho contractor- have been compelled lo 
do many thing: h disregard of tho ori- 
ginal plans ;md specifications, under 
protest : ho will find an engineer in 
charge of the work" who has no status 
as such ; and, finally, he will discover 
that a storm is brewing between the 
government ami the Imperial engineers 
— Kinipple it Morris. That the gov- 
ernment arc at their wit's-ends in the 
management of the dock' we can well 
understand ; but thai they have made 
up their minds to destroy the present 
contractors, if they can, and use the 
dock as a political machine during the 
coming elections is becoming day by 
day more apparent. 

Mr. Sproat again Pays His Soapccts 
to "Scrutator." 

To the Editor: -—To get any edifi- 
cation from the "so^nawk " of a land 
thief, out there in Okanagan, might 
seem hopeless: but. remember, that one 
of Huxley's wide reaching essays is 
simply a study of tho humble crayfish. 
The letter of Mr. " Scrutator " in tho 
Slum fa til is nothing in itself; but it 
enables us to discuss and decide a ques- 
t ion in polemics which Tstato shortly 
as follows :— This worthy appears to 
be of opinion that a man may act as a 
moral assassin, a deliberate liar and a 
public slanderer, and thai, neverthe- 
less, ho may expect and claim gentle 
troatmenl from a censor. Charity is 
all very well, but divorced from the 
requirements of truth and justice .it is 
a synonym- for mawkish sentimentali- 
ty; it.' oilers a premium to vice. 1 re- 
ject Mr. " Scrutator's " plea. My view 
is thaj, sut;li a man is really a social 
felon without rights at all, and that i( 
is expedient for sound public reasons 
that he should be treated as a felon, 
with the argument of tho cudgel, so lo 
speak — the only argument he dan un- 
derstand. ( 'onsider this for a moment. 
If a man is permitted to concoct what 
he knows to be untruths, then, in pure 
malice, to publish these untruths, and 
if, afterwards, he mixes with his fel- 
low-citizens in the disguise of respoeta 
bility, as if he hail done nothing wrong, 
public morality will become confused, 
and truthfulness and fair dealing fail, 
by and by, to have their right place and 
appreciation. Consider further, its saitl 
above, that such a man is inaccessible to 
instructive irony or good-natured admon- 
ition. What he does understand is a 
sudden enforced change from a perpen- 
dicular to a horizontal position, In older 
societies than ours '.he law deals with the 
vermin sternly, and so would il hero if 
appealed to; but many circumstances in 
this provinco impede recourse lo law in 
libel cases. Had it not been so the pub- 
lisher of the Stmulanl would have spent 
the hist ten years in prison.' It is, practi- 
cally, in Rlitish Columbia polemical war- 
fare, "every one for his own hand," and 
the devil for most of us. When a footpad 
like "Scrutator" jumps on you from be- 
hind a hedge, wearing a mask, discard, 
say I, all the chivalric play of the duello 
and brine; your cudgel over his sconce and 
"lay him out fiat." "Scrutator" does not 
like Ihe cudgel and exposes now his bat- 
tered mug for sympathy ; hut why then 
did he "lake the road," and why did he 
abandon the friendly shelter of the 
hedge ! And what made him attack me, 
who was hurrying no man's cattle and 
not in any way before the public ! It is 
line fun, they say, hunting tigers in In- 
dia; but all accounts agree in this— that 
the fun ceases when the tiger goes after 
the hunter. I do not discuss weighty 
public matters with a gabbler. His 
"squawk," however, enables us to fix the 
above rule in polemics. Enough.

Advocates Chinese Inimis;r:iticn 
and Free Trade. 



Ntff York, March 20. Henry 
Ward Beechcr, preaching on the sub- 
ject of immigration to-day, called the 
present Congress a "fool Congress" for 
cutting off the immigration of Chinese, 
who, he saitl, were necessary lo do the 
"vulgar" work. The Irish, ho saidl 
formed an admirable element of the 
nation's power, but they made mischief 
in a city government. 

Mr. Beecher has been developing in 
a remarkable way in the role of a free- 
trader, lie says now he would like to 
put the torch, legally, to every custom- 
house on (he American coast. He 
would not abolish those "devil dons'' 
all at once, but gradually. lie also 
thinks it would not bo fair to the com- 
mercial interests of the country to 
sweep away tho' tariff at once, but he 
would have fair warning given, and 
then he would have something taken 
off every year, until finally the protec- 
tive tariff would bono more. "More- 
over," he says;' If I had my way I'd 
abolish the tariff for revenue and raise 
revenue by an internal tax, We have 
liberty of conscience, of speech, of 
thought; now we want liberty of com- 
merce." With reference to the present 
attitude of the two great political par- 
ties regarding the question of protec- 
tion he says, "The Republicans came 
into power because they advocated the 
rights of the common people, There is 
danger now dial they are coming lo 
yield up (heir iove for the common poo 
pie and run after monopoly and 
wealth. Jf they do so, and the Demo- 
cratic part) takes up these discarded

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the orders of 
ho day. This was put and declared car- 
ried amid the n«'i>i ol several members of 
he opposition. 

Mr. Smithe remarked that the govern- 
ment were aware Wednesday was the day 
iir private bills. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem agreed that private 
hills should be considered on Thursday. 

RKPOKT OK WAYS kXh MEANS. 

.Second report Oft imittee of ways and 

means was read. 

Mr. Smithe, before the report was 
adopted, wished to know what tho extra 
item of mileage, 8010, under the head of 
legislation was for. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that the ex 
Ira mileage was to pay his mileage lo Car- 
iboo and back, as lie did ilol want to 
charge liis expenses as U. C. of L. and W. 

INTEREST IT I'M. 

Mr. Ash remarked on tho interest on 
debentures ilem thai the finance minister 
had acted in distinct contravention of the 
statute. When a loan is lloatcd the con- 
ditions might to lie strictly kept. Inter 
est on the bonds in question had been 
paid illegally, and this was a matter of 
» r ital importance. Persons to his own 
knowledge had been personally inconven- 
ienced by tho action of Ihe minister of li- 
nance and agriculture. 

Hon. Sir. Beaven explained the trans- 
action referred to by the member for 
Comox and impugned the assertion of 
the leader of the opposition with refer- 
ence to those b( n la. 

Mr. Smithe would show the finance, 
minister from the Government Uazttte 
that lie was right and that the finance 
minister was wrong. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven had not the Cu-efts, 
but asserted that he was right. 

Mr, Smithe said that the explanation 
did not touch the matter in question at 
all. The hon. finance minister was con- 
stantly refusing to pay small accounts that 
wero due; but in matters of importance ho 
would disregard statutes with impunity. 
Tho hon. gentloman would override the 
statutes when it suited his interest to do 
so. Ho did not care a rap for the stat- 
utes. The government held the statutes 
of no more value than waste paper. The 
statute said "you shall not pay a certain 
amount of interest," and he did so. He 
had totally failed to give the House a sat- 
isfactory explanation. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven asserted in reply that 
the statute had not been broken. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem also offered explana- 
tions. 

Dr. Ash remarked that if the hon. at- 
torney-general had used t be arguments be- 
fore the Chief Justice that he had just 
made use of in the House, his lordship 
would be very much surprised. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

ADMINISTRATION Of ll'sTU K. 

Dr. Ash on the administration of justice 
item was much surprised that the govern- 
ment had not brought down a bill 
to icgiilate the judiciary. The judges 
had declared themselves perfectly inde- 
pendent of this legislature. This, how- 
ever, was only another sign of inertia and 
remissness of the government in allowing 
this item to pass in the estimates without 
explanation. He perfectly understood 
tho attorney-general's position in seeking 
a judgeship, and that he would do as 
little as possible on thta matter. Any man 
looking for an appointment (hear, l.cir, 
from the attorney -general) would not at- 
tempt to put this matter on a right foot- 
ing. If the judges were independent of 
I he legislature then the Dominion (!ov- 
ernmcnt| ought to be asked to pay them 
and provincial courts should be estab- 
lished. He contended that the govern- 
ment had not done their duty in this.jjiii - 
lieular. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem wanted to know 
where tho member for Comox was when 
tho item was in committee. The question 
asked was fully answered in Ihe beginning 
of the session. He bad been overworked 
all through the session and had been un- 
able to give the matter consideration; bul 
legislation would come, however, some 
time or other on this question. 

EDUCATION. 

On the item for educational purposes 
Dr. Ash wished to know why the govern- 
ment had not paid the salaries due to 
teachers and others four years ago when 
salaries were reduced for three months 
retrospectively. 

No answer was made by any member of 
die government. 

''Question:' "Question:' from Mr. 
Walkem. 

The report was then adopted. 

'Mr. .Smithe remarked thai the finance 
minister was not complying with the rules 
of the House. He wanted lo see thing's 
done in order.

Dr. Ash wished to know why his notice 
on the island railway telegrams had been 
dropped from -the orders of Ihe day and 
had not been noticed in the session il pro- 
ceedings Tuesday.

Mr. Browu called the attention of the 
government to the fact that there was ho- 



reserves. t . 

Mr. Wilson wanted 
about these reserves. 
Item passed. 

Dr. Ash wanted some explanation about 
the item of §050 .for fencing si 
serves, Victoria. He wished to 
the sum wa.s intended to run 
right through the reserve. Reference 
was made to the uudesirability of cutting 
the reserve in twojand if this sum was in- 
tended for such a purpose he would op- 
pose it. 

Mr. Wilson remarked that it did not 
strike him that the government would do 
such a silly thing in the face of a resolu- 
tion just passed by the House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem explained that one 
lino fence only was intended; the other 
lino fence would be made by other parties. 
Nothing further had been decided on 
with reference to the question of running 
a road through the reserve. Personally 
ho was against dividing it. 

With roferonco to tho item of .'S-1500 for 
I ho Victoria School building the chief 
commissioner of lands and works remarked 
that the sum was to increase accommoda- 
tion in the public school. 

Dr. Ash thought the crowded state of 
the public school was nearly as bad as tile 
lunatic asylum in Now Westminster. He 
considered that separate buildings would 
be preferable so that classes would not be 
disturbed in their exercises. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem further explained 
that the addition would be put to a dead 
wall with a light roof so that il might bo 
raised a story when required. He would 
lie glad to add more largely to the build- 
ing and establish high schools where need- 
ed il finances would admit of it. 

Mr. Vernon hoped that the duel com- 
missioner of lands and works would see 
thai this addition was a proper one and 
that such a muddle would not be made of 
it as was made by Mr. Beaven with re- 
gard to the asylum at New Westminster 
when that gentleman was chief coiumis 
sioner of lands and works. 

Mr. Armstrong was interested in the 
debate and gave his views on the lunatic 
asylum building at New Westminster. 

Mr. Wihon did not like the idea of a 
one story building and hoped that Un- 
original plan would be adhered to. 

Voles 77 to 100 for public works am- 
ounting, to $19,700 were then passed. 

Mr. Ferguson called the attention of 
the government to the bad condition of 
the school house at Barkerville and be- 
sides the government were paying 
•S'10 per month rent. A government 
building could bo' easily fitted upas a 
school house at little expense which would 
bo more commodious and effect a saving 
of rent. 

O O V B RN.M E NT tlO US E. 

Items passed amounting to S2925. 
Dr. Ash remarked that the policy of 
the government now with regard to the 
Government House was very different to 
what il was while Mr. Richards was gov- 
ernor. It was a virtual admission that 
they were wrong I hen. 

Mr. Wilson did not think that the 
lieutenant governor had any right to de- 
mand such allowances from the legisla- 
ture. 

Dr. Ash was always in favor of dealing 
liberally with the lieutenant governor. 
There was this difference however that in 
former days Mr. Wilson was the leader of 
the government but now matters in that 
respect were d i Heron t. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smith contended that if it was 
right to vole those allowances now it was 
right in former days, if wrong then it is 
wrong now. He was glad that the gov- 
ernment were coining to their senses. It 
showed however that they had not been 
actuated by principle at all in their 
policy. 

Mr. Wilson explained his position with 
reference to the lieutenant governor's al- 
lowances. 

Mr. Helgesen considered it right and 
proper to make (lovernment House ten- 
able and to vote necessary allowances. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem believed that the 
leader of tho Opposition was laughing 
when he talked of principle. He contend- 
ed that tho best of principle was on his 
side of the house and the worst of it on 
that of the opposition. The government 
were influenced in former days by the de- 
mand for retrenchment on the part of the 
country. His government were returned 
on the principle of retrenchment and they 
began with the highest official and ended 
with the lowest. There was a feeling 
abroad that the lieut. -governor's depart- 
1 ment should be more liberally provided 
; for and the estimates had been placed 
J there accordingly. 

Mr. Mara took exception to the remark 
of Mr. Wilson that tho House was deal- 
I ing liberally with this department. The 
: House ought to be guided altogether by 
J principle in those matters. If the lieut.- 
i governor had no right to those allowances 
j then tho House ought not to vote them. 
The relative positions pf the Elliott gov- 
ernment and their successors wero- then 
forcibly explained. 

The chairman here remarked that there 
was nothing before the committee. 

ROADS, STREETS, BRIDGES AND WHARVES. 

On the first item for Victoria district 
Mr. .1. W, Williams complained of there 
being nothing down for Victoria city. The 
finance minister had forgotten that he was 
a member for the city and he could not 
see why the people kept him in office. He 
hoped that §5000 would be put down for 
Victoria in the supplementary estimates 
or the people would let him (Mr. Beaven) 
know something about Ihe matter at the 
next general election. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven was quitu prepared 
to defend his course of action at the gen- 
eral election or anywhere else. 
Item passed, $4j(X)U. 
Mr, Smithe on the Cowichan grant re- 
marked that the municipalities through- 
out Ihe province ought to bo assisted more 
liberally than they were. The minister 
of finance was very anxious to got all the 
country districts incorporated; but how 
could he expect this if the unincorporated 
districts were dealt with inoro liberally 
than the others ' In many of the muni- 
cipalities it was utterly impossible to 
raiso money sufficient to make and keep 
the roads in repair. Perhaps §10,000 or 
§12,000 would be sufficient for all the mu- 
nicipalities, and that was a small sum 
when compared with the benefit it would 
confer on the outside districts (hear, hear. ) 
Tho reeve and councillors of North Cow- 
ichan had waited uponJihn before he left 
home, anil had represented in the strong- 
est manner their utter inability, to make 
new roads, or even keep in repair the aid 
ones with Ihe money they were able to 
raise by taxation. To show their willing- 
ness to do all possible themselves, they 
had this year doubled tho real estate tax; 
but they felt very strongly that they wero 
very unfairly dealt with in being left en- 
tirely to their own resources, when out- 
side disl rids, like Saanich for instance, 
got assistance from the government. He 



tion, and he- was certain that members 
from that district would endorse what he 
had said. It was useless to complain, no 
doubt, but the ¥2,000 was altogether too 
little for the works required in the dis- 
trict of Cowichan and on the islands; but 
he dill hope the government would yet 
put something down for municipalities. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Ash coincided with the remarks of 
the leader of the opposition. It was de- 
sirablo that municipalities .should bo form- 
ed, but there was no encouragement for 
them to do so; and of course they would 
not when they knew that by so doing they 
would cut themselves off from all govern- 
ment aid. 

.Mr. Harris followed in the . same course. 
Jib did. not . see why an appropriation 
should not be made to each of tho muni- 
cipalities. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem defended the course 
of the government with legard to the mu- 
nicipalities. He quite agreed with what 
had fallen from lion, members with refer- 
ence to tho want of encouragement that 
was held out to form municipalities, but 
there were many diffieslties to contend 
with which could not at present be over 
come. 

Mr. Mara wished to know what prin- 
ciple tho government adopted in creating 
municipalities, as a petition had been sent 
.down from a portion of Vale district ask- 
ing 'to be created a'mur.icipality; but the 
government had paid no attention to it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that the pe- 
tition in question was sent down for tho 
town of Yale for tho purpose of getting 
hold of a share of the liquor license, as 
most of the business houses there were 
saloons, 

Mr. Mara took exception to the re- 
marks of the piemier with reference to 
tho town of Vale, ami thought that place 
would compare favorably with Victoria. 
The majority of the inhabitants were not 
saloon keepers. They were anxious to 
be created into a municipality, so tlrat 
tjiey could tax themselves lo support a lire 
department and general improvements. 

Mr. Smithe thought after hearing so 
many gentlemen support tho claim he 
had put forward for municipalities, he 
might ask the government to make a pro- 
mise now to placo a sum on the supple- 
■inentary estimates (hear, hear.) If the 
government had first made good roads in 
the rural municipalities and then required 
the corporations (o maintain them at their 
own expense, it would not have been so 
bad. lint to ask a district of largo area 
and a sparse population to make all their 
own roads at their own cost as well as 
keep them in repair, w.\s out of all reason 
and simply showed that tho government 
either did not know anything of; or worse 
still, did not care anything for tho condi- 
tion of things in country districts or what 
was in tho interest of settlers and tho 
country generally (hear, hear.) 

Mr« Vernon was of Ihe same opinion 
with regard to rural municipalities gener- 
ally. 

Mr. Heaven was nl opinion that dis- 
tricts did better under municipal govern- 
ment than otherwise. He thought the 
whole province ought to bo divided up in- 
to municipalities. He (bought Vale dis- 
trict as a municipality would be as equal- 
ly successful as Victoria city. 

Mr. Armstrong said Ihe lion, minister 
of finance ought to advise Victoria dis- 
trict and Ksquimalt lo take upon them- 
selves municipaljgovernmeut Ho would 
find room for his eloquence. The town 
of Granville has applied for a municipal 
system and it has never been granted. 

Mr. Pimbury attributed the failure of 
the municipal system to the formation of 
the country. Ill home places the country 
was good and taxes could be levied on 
such parts; and other pails were not of 
sufficient value to tax, and ought lo be 
helped by the government. 

Mr. Smithe said the minister of finance 
must be the most inconsistent of men 
(hear, lienr.) He wanted to incorporate 
tho whole country, and yet offered a pre- 
mium to every district to keep out of incor- 
poration. He (Mr. Beaven) had said the 
people only wanted to be educated Up to 
the point to see that it would be better 
for them to incorporate; but he would say 
they were already educated up to the 
point of knowing they could not afford to 
be incorporated (hear, hear.) Could lie 
induce Saanich to bo incorporated or Es- 
quimau district ! Certainly not. The 
people of those districts were too well edu- 
cated for that; they know too much. 
Many districts now incorporated would 
gladly surrender their charters if they 
could. He would again ask the govern- 
ment to dn justice to the municipalities, 
and then Mr. Beaven might hope to ae 
complish his object (hear, hear.) 

Votes .120 to 122 were passed without 
comment. 

Vote L'-'o, New Westminster distuict. 

Mr. Armstrong — That New Westmin- 
ster paid in 833,000 and only got $4,000, 
whilst Esquimau district paid in 84,000 
and got 83,000, he wanted to know how 
the minister of finance arrived at his cal- 
culations, lie would like to have 81,000 
for a road from New Westminster to Port 
Moody and also a road in'tho neighborhood 
of Maple Ridge some 81,000 or $1,500. 

Mr. Harris said the government had 
let a contract to make tho road mention- 
ed for some . SI ,800. The contract, when 
it was all done but about J of a 
mile, was cancelled, and the whole road 
was in consequence rendered useless. It 
was almost impossible to travel over 18 
or 20 miles of ground in the district on 
account of the state of the road. The dis- 
trict was full of settlers who wero large 
producers, and it was inconvenient for 
those settlers to bring their produce to 
market on account of the want of this 
little piece of road. The road mentioned 
is called Post Meridan Road, from Lang- 
ley to Hall's Prairie. He hoped the gov- 
ernment would remember this piece of 
road in the supplementary estimates. He 
thought it would only require a Bum of 
81,000 or £2, 000 to complete this road, 
and it would accommodate f>00 or more 
sottlers and give them a chance to prosper 
during railway construction. 

Mr. Wilson thought that the lion, 
member had made a very strong cane and 
the matter ought to be attended to. He 
thought that Saanich and Esquimalt dis- 
tricts together would hardly muster that 
number of settlers. 

Mr. Harris said Surrey municipality 
alone had Ii00 voters, besides Langley 
and Hall's Prairie, and they found it bet- 
ter lo take their produce across the line 
than to New Westminster, where they 
could get better prices. 

Mr. Helgesen said hon. members were 
frying to make capital out of Esquimalt 
district. He thought tho biggest growl- 
ers were best served, and lie thought in 
future he should adopt that plan and lie 
might get better treated. 

Mr. Harris— I see down for Esquimalt 
8215,000 for graving dock. Tbaj's being 
pretty well served. 

Mr. Wilson thought the member for 
Esquimalt the most ungrateful member 



in the House. Ho of all others ought to 
be gratified at tho amount to be expend- 
ed in his district.

Mr. Mara thought tho members for 
Yalo district had a right to complain of 
the injustice done their district in road 
appropriations. The district is a large 
one; the population, composed chiefly of 
farmers, is scattered, and unless roads 
aro kept open they cannot gel their pro- 
duce to market. Tho government could 
not plead ignorance of the requirements 
of tho district, as year after year the 
members placed written requisitions be- 
fore- them, Tho sum of 84000 he looked
